BOSTON INDICTMENT 
NAMES 10 GERMANS 


Captain of Tanker, Four 
Officers and Five Mem- 
bers of Crew Charged 
With Sabotage. 


BOSTON, April 2 (AP).—Capt. 
Ernst R, Heitzmann of the Ger- 
man tanker. Pauline Friederich, 
four of his officers and fiye mem- 
bers ofthe crew were indicted to- 
day by a Federal grand jury on 
charges of sabotage. 

The. offense carries a maximum 
penalty of $10,000 fine or 20 years’ 
imprisonment, or both. 

The indictments were the first 
in the country returned for alleged 


damage to German and Italian 
ships in United States harbors. 
As soon as the men are arrested 
they will be placed in the Ccus- 
tody of the United States Marshal 
pending arraignment. The men 
now are under detention at the 
Boston immigration station. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull tacitly re- 
jected today German and Italian 
demands for release of Axis mer- 
chant ships taken into custody by 
the Government. 

Asked at his press conference 
whether there was any present in- 
tention of releasing the ships as 
demanded in the Axis notés of pro- 
test, Hull replied he had not heard 
of it in Government quarters. 

When the United States replies 
to the protest, Hull . the 
State’ Department 
take up. with the German and Ttal- 
ian embassies the question of 
whether to make public the e* 
changes.

AT HARLAN COUNTY MINE 


HARLAN, Ky., April 2 (AP). 
OUR men were shot to death 
and five others were 

_ wounded today at the Crum- 
mies Cresk Coal Co. mine in 
a violent outburst of gun-play 
in the Harlan County bitumi- 
nous coal fields. 

Two of the dead men were 
identified at the hospital here 
as Oscar Goodin and Virgil 
Hampton, both of Lynch, Ky. 
The other dead, unidentified, 
were a white man and a Ne- 


gro. 

First reports reaching here 
said more than 100 shots were 
fired. : 

The shootings occurred while 
groups of United Mine Workers 
of America (CIO) members 
roamed about tne county hold- 
ing impromptu rallies at mines. 

Yesterday, as union miners 
began picketing Harlan’s 43 
mines, a mine guard was 
fatally wounded and a mine 
picket shot in the leg. 


NEW YORK, April 2 (AP).— 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
(CIO), served notice today that 
he would not permit a wage dis- 
pute and a work stoppage in the 
defense-vital bituminous coal in- 


dustry to be placed before the 
Federal Mediation Board.

expired Monday midnight. 

Lewis said that when the anthra-

Lewis said that he warned the 
anthracite miners they were meet- 
ing “in advance of another war,” 
and that the union must realize 
the situation.

SOFT GOAL PRICES 


FROZEN BY U.S 
AS OF MARGH 2 


Action Taken to Prevent 
Rises Because of Strike 
—Local Defense Coun- 
cils Notified. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
The Government today ordered the 
freezing of bituminous coal] prices 
at the March 28 levels. 

Leon Henderson, defense price 
stabilization commissioner, said 
the action was taken “to prevent 
runaway or excessive prices due 
to the bituminous coal strike.” 

The ceiling prices apply to pro- 
ducers, distributers, retailers and 
“all other sellers” of soft coal. 

The price schedule promulgated 
by Henderson provides that no coal 
may be sold at prices exceeding 
those received by the seller on 
similar sales or deliveries made 
March 28. .If no similar sale was 
made March 28, the seller is lim- 
ited to the price received by him 
on the latest usable date prior to 
March 28. 

Henderson said that the action 
was taken after consultation and in 
co-operation with the Interior De- 
partment’s bituminous coal divi- 
sion. 

The order issued by Henderson 
gave no authority for the action, 
but it stated that in the event of 
| refusal to abide, by the price limi- 
tations the Defense Commission 
“will make every effort to a&’sure 
(a) that Congress, the various Fed- 
eral, state and local agencies and 
committees including defense or- 
ganizations, and the public are 
fully informed of the instances of 
such profiteering or non-co-opera- 
tion; and (b) that the powers of 
the Government are fully exerted 
in order to protect the public in- 
terest in the maintenance of fair 
prices.”

When Two Wards Went 
for Donnell—Even Old 
F ourth Lost. 


The Negro vote in St. < Louis, 
traditionally Republicdn but for 
eight years. Democratic, is back 
in the Republican column. 

This’ conclusion is clearly war- 
ranted by analysis of yesterday's 
voting. Every one of eight wards 
in which the Negro vote is decisive, 
each carried: ‘four years: ago’ by 
Bernard F. Dickmann, went over 
yesterday to William Dee Becker. 

In these wards Dickmann’s’ plur- 
ality four years ago totaled- 17,996. 


In the same wards Becker's plur- 
ality was 7627, a shift of 25,623 
votes, 

Eight years ago Dickmann car- 
ried six of the eight wards, and 
lost the other two by narrow mar- 
gins. These-two, the Sixth and the 


Nineteenth, went for Gov. Forrest 


C. Donnell last November, giving- 
indications of a drift of Negro 
voters back to the Republican 
ranks, a conclusion disputed then 
by Democratic politicians. 

In addition to the Sixth and 
the Nineteenth, the wards where 
the Negro vote predominates are 
the Fourth, Fifth, Sixteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, Twentieth, and Twenty- 
third, 

The Fourth Ward, ruled for 
years by Jimmy Miller, whose 
boast was, “We vote ’em like a 
machine,” had been safe 
Democrats in every election in 
the history of the oldest living pol- 
itician, but last year Miller, strick- 
en with ill health, yielded the 
sceptre to James H. Deneeffe, who 
succeeded him as City Committee- 
man and Justice of the Peace, and 
Deneeffe was not’able to stay the 
tide. The Fourth went for Becker, 
3820 to 3558. . 

The pereentage of Negro voters 
in the eight wards discussed was 
shown by an Election Board an- 
alysis last November. In six of 
the eight Negro voters are in the 
majority, in the other two they 
constitute the balance of power.

Both. parties assiduously culti- 
vated the city’s 60,000 Negro reg- 
istered. voters, The Democrats re- 
sorted to the unprecedented ges- 
ture of putting up a Negro, George 
L: Vaughn, as candidate for the 
Board of Aldermen in the Nine- 
teenth Ward. To give him clear 
sailing in the primary they in- 
duced three other candidates to 
withdraw. 

Figures on how Vaughn ran in 
he Negro wards were not avail- 
able in. the unofficial tabulation 
of votes today, but throughout the 
city he was scratched by many 
who voted the Democratic ticket. 
His opponent, Orville A. Arm- 
strong, led the Republican ticket 
with 185,294, more than 2000 votes 
ahead of Becker.

NEW YORK, April 2 (AP). * 
Within three hours Paul Fehse, 31 
years old, a ship's cook, was in- 
dicted, arraigned and sentenced 
yesterday for violating the Federal 
law requiring foreign agents to 
register with the Secretary of 
State. At his hearing he admit- 
ted sending “reports” abroad. : 

The indictment charged only 
that Fehse and “John Doe” had 
conspired to violate the act and, as 
overt acts, that they went from 
the Manhattan water front to 
Brooklyn. 

“I know it’s all very mysteri- 
ous,” said Edward Ennis, Assistant 
United States Attorney in charge 
of the case. “We can give out no 
details.” 

Fehse pleaded guilty and de- 
manded that he be sentenced at 
once despite Judge Hdward A. Con- 
ger’s warning that “this is a seri- 
ous charge.” He was sentenced 
to a year and a day. - 

Fehse said he was a cook for 
five years aboard the German liner 
New York and for two years on 
the United States liner Manhattan. 
He was naturalized in 1938.

ARNOL URGE 
‘CONSPIRACY’ CUT 


Says ‘Self-Seeking? Ameri- 
cans Made Agreement 
With Germans to Re- 
strict Production. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
Charges were laid before Con- 
gress today that a “conspiracy by 
the Germans” and a “bunch b6f 
self-seeking men” had in the past 
kept down the production of alu- 
minum which the United States 
needs for airplanes, and was keep- 
ing it down today. 

Thurman Arnold, Assistant At- 
torney General in charge of the 
Justice Department’s anti-trust di- 
vision, made that assertion to a 
House» Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee in testimony made public 
today. 

Because of this conspiracy, Ar- 
nold testified, the’ German “pro- 
duction went up, but they kept it 
down in France, England and 
America, and they are doing it 
today.” 
Arnold ‘was asked by Congress- 
man Rabaut (Dem.), Michigan, 
whether the situation was restrict- 
ing plane production here. 
“That is the reason they (the 
Germans) are able to produce more 
planes, because they have the alu- 
minum,” he replied. 
He credited Germany ‘with an 
aluminum production 33 to 50 per 
cent greater than that of the 
United States. 
Without elaborating at length on 
“the conspiracy,” Arnold said the 
situation dated from 1931 when the 
Aluminum Co. “to avoid our anti- 
trust laws” formed a Canadian cor- 
poration, Aluminum, Ltd. 
Markets Divided. 
This concern, he stated, began 
to divide the world aluminum 
markets with other countries. The 
United States was allocated 28 per 
cent, Germany 20 per cent and 
Britain 15 per cent. In this coun- 
try, he said in his testimony, pro- 
duction was methodically reduced 
to boost prices and collect “all 
that the traffic would bear.” 
When Hitler came to power, Ar- 


‘Inold continued, he told the Ger- 


man aluminum company that he 
was “not interested in restricting 
production,” and the German com- 
pany served notice on the other 
members of the carte] that it would 
not abide henceforth by the 20 per 
cent limitation. 
The. others, he alleged, replied: 
“All right, but do not disturb our 
little game. Let us continue with 
our plans... ” 
That response “delighted” Hitler, 
Arnold said. Germany’s aluminum 
production boomed, giving the out- 
put needed for plane construction. 
Arnold and George Comer, econ- 
omist of the anti-trust division, 
said there was an indefinite supply 
of manganese available, if a price 
level could be maintafned, and that 
aluminum production was limited 
only by the power supply. 
Short of Power. 
There is ample bauxite ore to 
meet aluminum needs, Arnold said, 
and “the only thing we are short 
of is power.” 
take time for new hydroelectric 
power plants provided for by Con- 
gress to begin to relieve the short- 
age. 

Comer said domestic interests 
could meet the menganese demand 
“if you have a five-year guarantee 
for a market at 65 to 70 cents per 
unit.” 

The committee was assured by 
Earl R. Bressman, an Agriculture 
Department expert, that an abun- 
dant rubber supply was available 
in South America. He said, “There 
can be produced in this hemisphere 
our requirements, possibly 50 times 
over.” The United States is not 
producing natural rubber in com- 
mercial quantities, Bressman said, 
but 15 South American countries 
are being surveyed as to their po- 
tential output.

Julius Heil and the Sher- 
iff and that the situation now was 
“in the hands of the Federal Gov- 
ernment for action.” 

Heil, whose automobile was 
stoned in the thick of.the clash, 
also announced he had telegraphed 
President Roosevelt that the “sit- 
uation is absolutely out of control 
of all the peace officers avail- 
able.” 

In Washington the White House 
said today that the telegram from 
Gov. Heil had been referred to the 
Office of Production Management 
and other interested Federal] agen- 
cies. 

Stephen T. Early, press secre- 
tary, emphasized that no request 
for Federal troops was contained 
in the telegram nor had the Gov- 
ernment received such a request 
from any other source. 

Second Clash in 24 Hours. 

The outbreak late yesterday was 
the second within 24 hours at the 
plant, which was reopened last

in defense orders.. 

During the height of the fight, 
officers showered tear gas and 
turned fire hose on strikers who re- 
taliated by throwing rocks and 
other missiles a toe broke hun- 
dreds of windows at the plant.

A crowd of strikers and sym- 
pathizers surged through police 
lines and stormed the plant, broke 
down a section of an eight-foot 
fence and smashed windows and 
threw paint on Heil’s car. 

Governor Takes Refuge. 

The fight started at 3:30 p. m. 
as Heil started to talk to the men 
from a sound truck. While he 
spoke, a crowd of about 50 tried 


to smash their way through the { 
gates. They were met with water 


from fire hoses, and retreated. The 
Governor then took refuge in the 
plant, leaving his car outside, 
When he left in it later he was 
stoned. 

Deputies stood oft . — of 
strikers at one gate, reinforced by 
about 50 workers armed with steel 
bars at the point. where the fence 
was broken down. They used the 
bars to rap strikers on the hands 
when they tried to climb over vere 
fence.

WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
Funds to develop 205 airports ard 
carry. on other national defénse ac- 
tivities were included in a $212,087,- 
200 appropriation recommended to- 
day by the.House Appropriations 
Committee to run the State, Jus- 
tice and Commerce departments 
and the Federa) judiciary for th 

The committee, which devoted 
about nine weeks to hearings on 
the departments’ needs, estimated 


purposes. : 

Although the total was $31,016,- 
989 below the sum available to the 
agencies for the current fiscal year. 
only $873,480 of the reduction was 
made by the committee. The 
Budget Bureau did the rest of the 
trimming in estimates submitted 
to the group. 

In three instances the commit- 
tee increased the budget estimates 
to provide additional funds for' the 
civilian pilot training program, the 
Justice Department's anti-trust di- 
vision and a minor increase for 
salaries of Supreme Court em- 
ployes. The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation would get $16,450,000 
under the bill, of which $8,750,000 
is for such activities as counter- 
espionage and anti-sabotage work. 

To enable the Justice Depart- 
ment to continue and expand its 
anti-trust investigations, the com- 
mittee added $750,000 to the Budget 
Bureau's recommendation for $1, 
575,000 for the department’s anti- 
trust division. 

Thurman Arnold, chief of the 
division, told the committee he was 
interested in seeing that the Gov- 
ernment “does not pay through 
the nose” for war materials and 
that prices for necessaries of life 
do not soar. The committee ap- 
proved funds for special grand 
jury investigations of food prices 
in nine cities. One of Arnold's 
aids said the juries would be con- 
vened in Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Seattle, Chicago, Cleveland, 
New York, Washington, Philadel- 
phia and Atlanta.

Because of the destruction of 
'these two ships and the flight of 
the two others, Peruvian troops,

New Members Chosen—Dr. Hofmeister Re- 


Elected—Woman, Former Teacher, 
Runs First:in Vote. 


Three new members were elected 
to the Board of Education yester-| 
day—Mrs. John E. Friede, a for- 
mer school teacher; William Schu- 
macher, an undertaker, and 
Charles J. Dyer, furniture dealer. 
Dr. Rudolph’ Hofmeister, who had 


served a short term, of four years, 
was re-elected. 

Among the eight defeated candi- 
dates were three incumbents — 
John J. (Duke) Sheahan, Hugo 
Wurdack and Edward A. Ferren- 
bach. They finished fifth, sixth 
and seventh, respectively. 

Although the election was on & 
non-partisan basis,’ two of those 
chosen were Hepublicans and two 
were Democrats. Mrs. Friede, who 
led the School Board ticket, and 
Schumacher ate Republicans, and 
Dr. Hofmeister and Dyer are Dem- 
crats. ' The latter two were the 
only Democrats elected in the city 
balloting, but they ran without 
party.designation. Their terms are 
for six years. Positions on the 
School Board are non-salaried. 

How They Ran. 

The candidates finished in this 
order: 

Mrs. Friede, 106,666; Dr. Hof- 
meister, 103,027; Schumacher, 97,- 
560; Dyer, 94,753; Sheahan, 92,663; 
Wurdack, 77,524; Ferrenbach, 69,- 
806; Arthur A. Hunn, labor candi- 
date, 62,484; Thomas Gabbert, real 
estate dealer, 58,884; Andrew J. 
Westermeyer, retired insurance 
broker, 48,253; Robert Lunt, office 
supplies dealer, 32,425, and Harold. 
V. Healy, real estate dealer, 32,322. 

The three new members and Dr. 
Hofmeister will be sworn in at 
Tuesday night’s regular meeting of 
the board. 

Mrs. Friede, only woman elect- 
ed to office in yesterday's bal- 
loting, also will be the only wom- 
an on the Schoo] Board. She car- 
ried on an active campaign, ap- 
pearing almost each night at Re- 
publican meetings. Her name 
headed the ballot, having been 
chosen by lot. A teacher for 14 
years before her marriage, she is 
active in educational work of wom- 
en’s clubs. Her husband operates 
a welding and boiler repair busi- 
ness. They live at 3021A Allen 
avenue. 

Dr. Hofmeister, physician and 
surgeon, was vice-president of. the 
School Board last year. He at- 
tributed his election to the sup- 
port of independent voters and the 
press. He was slated by Demo- 
crats in only 14 wards and was 
on no Republican slates. He was a 
leader in the fight to clean up ir- 
regularities in the school system 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch and 
the grand jury investigations last 
year. 

Two Undertakers. 

Schumacher, an undertaker for 
35 years, received strong Republi- 
can ‘backing. He will join an- 
other undertaker on the board, 
James J. Fitzgerald. Sheahan, 
defeated for re-election after serv- 
ing six years, also. is an undertak- 
er. 

Dyer, brother of State Senator 
Myles P. Dyer, received the in- 
dorsement of Democratic and some 
Republican committeemen. He has 
been activé in. North Side busi- 
‘ness organizations for 10 years and 
is leading a movement there now 
to eliminate blight. 

Dyer was in the lead after half 
of the votes had been tabulated 
but was passed in the second half 


by’ Mrs. Friede, Dr. Hofmeister 
and Schumacher. Mrs, Friede was 
among the first four almost. from 
the beginning of the tabulation. 
Dr. Hofmeister, -who gained 
strength slowly in the campaign, 
also rose slowly in the. vote until 
he was second. Schumacher trailed 
at‘first, then passed Sheahan and 
Dyer, the ~ Democratic. favorite 
sons, 

Dr. Hofmeister issued the’ fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I am deeply obligated and 
grateful to the press of St. Louis 
for my victory.

The election of Judge Becker was the — of a 


principle, the most important principle in the world, . 


the principle of democracy. In righteous wrath at 
the action of the Democratic leaders in attempting to 
steal the governorship, the people went to the polls 
to voice their everlasting belief in the sanctity of 
the ballot and the integrity of the Constitution and 
the laws of this State. Last Sunday, pointing out 


that the nation is aroused at the threat to democ- 


racy abroad, we asked: “How about saving democracy 
at home?” The people have answered. 

Mayor Dickmann entered the campaign with many 
advantages and one fatal weakness. As the head of 
the seasoned Dickmann-Hannegan machine, he had 
the support of 7500 city employes and their families, 
together with all the numerous other groups whose 
interest it is to keep the machine intact. He had 
the support of a united party. The Mayor made 
peace with the Igoe faction and thus had the pow- 
erful support of such popular public officials as 
Circuit Clerk Sam Priest and Congressman Cochran.

The meeting will be addressed by Philip La Fol- 
lette, three times Governor of Wisconsin and an. of- 
ficer in the United States infantry during the first 
World War.. Mr. La Follette is brother of Senator 
La Follette and son of the great “Fighting Bob,” who 
was candidate for President on a third-party ticket 
in 1924. The meeting will also be addressed by John 
T. Flynn, author of the best seller, “Country Squire 
in the White House,” and numerous articles on eco- 
nomic subjects. Jqseph A. McClain Jr., dean of 
Washington University Law School, will preside. 

Gen. Robert E. Wood, head of the America First 
Committee, in a recent speech before the National 
Association of Manufacturers, outlined the objec- 
tives of the committee in clear and unmistakable 
fashion. The committee favors a national defense 
so strong that no nation on earth would dare attack 
us; it believes that no foreign nation must obtain 
possession of any part of North or South America; 
it believes that we should give unlimited aid to 
Britain so far as we can do so without being drawn 
into the war. 

Gen. Wood’s conimittee consists of outstanding 
Americans in all walks of‘life; it rigidly bars from 
membership all Communists, Fascists, German sym- 
pathizers and others whose patriotism could be 
questioned in the slightest degree. It has consistent- 
jy presented its case against American intervention 
sanely, reasonably and always with the highest in- 
terest of our country at heart. The committee be- 
lieves that the issue now before the people is the 
greatest one since the Civil War, and it? members 
are devoting themselves to @ study and explanation 
of this issue at considerable sacrifice to themselves.

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THE FUROR OVER ARGENTINE BEEF. 
For the second time, poor strategy by administra- 


tion forces in the Senate has caused defeat of the 


move to authorize the navy to buy Argentine beef 
and other foreign prodycts. The compromise adopted 
yesterday is better than an outright bar, but no com- 
promise would have been necessary if Western Sen- 
ators could for a moment have forgotten their sec- 
tional interests in favor of the nation’s interests. 
. At the time of the squabble over Argentine beef 
two years ago, it was found that the South American 
product was of better quality because it contains 
the choice cuts and could be purchased for about 
55 per cent less than the domestic variety. Quality 
and price aside,- however, there are other urgent 
reasons for buying Argentine meat and other Latin 
American products. 

If “hemispheric unity” is to be more than a plati- 
tude, if it is to mean genuine co-operation for mili· 


| tary and economic defense, then it must be rein- 


forced by closer. commercial relations among the 
nations of the hemisphere. Argentina for years. has 
been a critical opponent of the United States in 
Pan-American conferences, and the Senate’s pres- 
ent stand can scarcely be accepted in Buenos Aires 
as a token of friendship. Nor can it be viewed as 
in keeping with the spirit of the Hull reciprocal 
trade treaties. 

With the war boom stimulating both demand and

Canadian newspaper, often denounced by public men for its sharp 
appraisals of policies; says. press has a duty of exposing errors and 
maladministration; names some journals which have served pub 
lic by attacking official inefficiency, misconduct and corruption.

HIS newspaper has now been in exist- 
ence for nearly a hundred years, and 
during his long period of time it has 
endeavored, according to its lights and.the 
best of its abilities, to make faithful per- 
Amanee of what it conceives to be its 
duty both to its special audience of read- 
ers and to the general public. 

It has had its full share of the vicissi- 
tudes of fortune, and may have sometimes 
wished its foresight had been greater and 
its appraisement of public figures and their 
actions more accurate. But it has never 
wavered in its determination to make the 
public interest its primary concern by ful- 
filling what it believes to be the duties of 
honest newspapers. 

It has had frequent occasion to mete out 
stern criticisms to governments and indi- 
viduals, and will continue to dispense them 
wherever the occasion arises, and it holds 
that it Would be derelict in its duty if it 
kept silent in the face of disastrous errors 
in. policy, culpable maladministration or 
grave neglect of the nation’s real interests. 

Time and again, the criticisms which it 
has voiced in its columns have incurred for 
it the bitter displeasure of ministries and 
individual politicians. Such disapproval 
it has never resented, but it has never 
quailed before it or donned a white sheet 
of pénitence when the facts were on its 
side. 

And when the sufferers from its criti- 
cisms were venting their spleen against it, 
it has always derived comfort from the 
knowledge that, in serving the nation by 
the exposure of governmental follies and 
misdeeds, it' was in hono.able company, 
living up to the best traditions of the press 
in the Anglo-Saxon world. 

It can recall how the London Times, 
through the dispatches of its famous war 
correspondent, William Howard Russell, 
turned the searchlight of publicity upon the 
scandalous mismanagement of the Crimean 
War by the Aberdeen ‘Ministry, and by forc- 
ing a change. ‘of government and drastic 
remedial measures, saved thousands of 
British lives. 

It can — recall how during the first 


year of the last war, the late Lord North- 
cliffe, through the agency of the Daily 
Mail and his other papers, exposed the de- 
plorable muddle about the supply of muni- 
tions which was bringing the British Army 


in France near to defeat, and by his cam- 


paign mustered enough popular support to 
compel the formation of a Coalition Min- 
istry. 

Probably no factor was so influential in 
compassing the downfall. of 853 
lain’ Ministry and seating Mr. Chirchill in 
power as the campaign of criticism waged 
by an independent Conser itive paper, the 
Yorkshire Post; and its editor, Arthur 
Mann, on his retirement was honored by 
His Majesty. 

We ‘can also point to famous examples 
of the same sort of public service by news- 
papers in the United States: the work of 
New York Tribune under Horace Greeley 
in keeping Lincoln’s Administration up to 
the mark during the Civil War; the cam- 
paign of Harper’s Weekly which ended the 


| malodorous reign of Boss Tweed in New 


York; and in recent days the fearless ex- 
posures of the oil and other scandals of 
the Herding regime by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 

This Dominion, too, can show parallel 
cases of invaluable crusades in the pub- 
lic interest. It was a press campaign, sup- 
ported by Liberal plaudits, which terminat- 
ed an unsavory situation about the pro- 
duction of munitions in the last war. 

So, if it is a sin to deal out merited 
criticism to governments, this newspaper is 
proud to be ranged with some illustrious 
sinners of the same degree of criminality. 

Through the years it has seen politicians 
come and go at Ottawa, some of them 
after long careers of faithful and useful 
public service to honored places in the 
national Valhalla; others after strutting 
long but still uneasy hours upon the na- 
tional stage to well-deserved oblivion; but 
it will survive and continue to do its duty 
to the public without fear or favor, and 
will reck not of the menaces and moanings 
of politicians whom it has offended in 
the public interest. 


rig ates Reading for Six Missouri Legislators 


From the Kansas City Star. 


IX members of the Missouri House of 
Representatives have introduced a Dill 
proposing to cut in half the present salaries 
of.all the Judges and Commissioners of the 
State Supreme. Court. These six members 
were active in a legislative attempt to pre- 
vent the seating of the duly elected Gover- 
nor of Missouri. The Judges against whom 
their bill is directed recently held this pro- 
cedure illegal and forced them to obey the 
Constitution of Missouri. 

In case they are not aware of the fact, the 
Constitution also provides (Article VI, Sec- 
tion 33); 

“The Judges of the Supreme, Appellate 
and Circuit courts, and, of all other courts 
of record receiving a salary, shall, at stated 
times, receive such compensation for their 
services as is or may be fixed by law; 
but it shall not be increased or diminished 
during the period for which they were 
elected.” 


This section was written into the funda- 
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sion had previously been written into the 
Federal Constitution, to precludé the legis- 
lative branch of the Government from coerc- 
ing the judiciary through its control of the 
purse strings. In other words, it was de- 
liberately inserted to protect. the courts 
against precisely the kind of reprisal em- 


bodied in the pending bill and the people 


against the sort of legislators who would in- 
troduce it.

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AGAINST CONVOYS 


Says People Would Lose 
Faith in Government if 
President Acted Without 
Legislators’ Approval. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
told the Senate today that if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt ordered American 
naval vessels to convoy shipments 
of war materials without first ob- 
taining congressional approval “the 
people will lose faith in their Gov- 
ernment.” 

Backing up a demand by Sena- 
tor Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
for action on Tobey’s resolution to 
put Congress on record against the 
use of convoys, Wheeler said it was 
“inconceivable” to him that the 
President could contemplate such 
a course after the stand he had 
taken in the last presidential cam- 
paign against involvement of this 
country in war. | 

“I can’t believe,” Wheeler de- 
clared, “that the President is going 
to be stampeded by the warmong- 
em of this country into sending 
convoys.” 

Can’t Understand “Fuss.” 

While Tobey said he thought 
“the matter of convoys is pressing 
very hard on the good judgment of 
the President,” Democratic Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky said he could 
not see what all of the “fuss” was 
about. 

“So far as I know,” Barkley de- 
clared, “the President has not is- 
sued any orders and has not even 
contemplated any for sending con- 
voys into combat zones.” 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee told Tobey the 
committee would give full, frank 
and fair consideration to the reso- 
lution in the reasonably near fu- 
ture. 

Tobey told the Senate he had 
telegraphed Secretary of the Navy 
Knox that, while the Secretary 
and the President had indicated op- 
position to convoys some time ago, 
“the weather vane” has flopped 
180 degrees and the war clouds 
are on the way.” 

Barkley Not Yet Ready. 

If convoys are ordered, the New 
Englander asserted, “then as sure 
as death follows life this country 
will enter the war.” 

Tobey then called on Barkley 
to voice his opinions, and the lat- 
ter replied: 

“The Senator has a perfect right 


« to address me at any time, but I 


am not compelled to enter debate 
on a subjéct I am not prepared to 
discuss at this time.”

Destroyer Sent — Off

LONDON, April 2 (AP).-—The 
Admiralty announced today that 
in operations near Massaua, Ital- 
jan Red Sea port, British naval 
planes had sunk an Italian de- 
stroyer and a British warship had 
“intercepted” a German merchant 
ship. 

With Asmara, Eritrean capital, 
occupied, Massaua is the last ma- 
jor objective of the ‘British forces 
in the East African colony. 

The Admiralty also announced 
that a British submarine in the 
Mediterannean had sunk an Ital- 
ian submarine and an Italian tank- 
er, the Laura Corrado, of 3645 tons. 

The Admiralty said planes of the 
East Indies command sank the 
destroyer, »ne of the 1526-ton Pan- 
tera class, The ship was attacked 
after leaving Massaua. 

The communique said the .4188- 
ton Nazi merchant ship Bertram 
Rickmers was intercepted by H.

As dealer, this man 
picked up the South hand, counted 
his tricks, and decided to pre-empt 
with four clubs. 

Had that bid actually come out 
of his mouth, the auction probably 
would have stopped at that point. 
West could not have bid his spades 
at such a high level and North un- 
doubtedly would have passed t6 an 
opening four club bid. East would 
have done likewise. But by a slip 
of the tongue, South actually called 
“four diamonds,” and before he 
even realized his error, West had 
passed and it was too late to cor- 
rect the misnomer. 

North, of course, bid five dia- 
monds, probably with the blissful 
thought that he had excellent sup- 
port for his partner’s suit and that 
his singleton club would be of great 
additional value. East passed, and 
now South attempted to correct his 
initial error by bidding six clubs. 
North promptly put him back into 
diamonds and South persisted to 
seven clubs, praying that his part- 
ner would “catch the point” and 
let him alone. 

There is little doubt that North 
should have passed to seven clubs. 
He could not know that South had 
made a slip of the tongue on his 
first bid, but he certainly should 
have suspected that there was 
something wrong. South had per- 
sisted with clubs in the face of two 
diamond raises from North and 
presumably knew what he was do- 
ing. Be that as it may, North was 
of the stubborn type and once 
more returned the contract to dia- 
monds, There was nothing more 
that. South could do about it. 

West made the lead that anyone 
in his right mind would make, but 
in this case sanity was at a dis- 
count. The natural selection of the 
heart king was ruffed in the 
closed hand and, pgobably with a 
prayer on his lips, declarer then 
cashed the diamond queen and led 
the four spot to the king. When 
the diamond ace dronped the last 
two outstanding trumps together, 
it was all over. Declarer now could 
claim the balance with his solia 
clubs and dummy’s fourth trump. 

The amusing part of this hand 
was that seven clubs could not 
possibly be fulfilled, even if the 
opponents failed to collect their 
two spade tricks on the opening 
lead. South could discard only one 
spade on dummy’s long diamond 
and never could get rid of his other 
spade. Another remarkable point 
is that West could have led any 
other card in his hand except a 
heart, and the ludicrous seven dia- 
mond contract could not have been 
brought home.

On Home Life

LL the education directed at 
children is intended to achieve 
character worthy of praise, 
character that can stand up in 
the evil days, ter that in- 
spires the souls of others to do 
and to be all that is worthy of 


Today we are concerned about 
the lack of ter quality ‘in 
some of our young people and we 
are looking for somebody to blame 
for their shortcomings. The 
schools are accused, fingers are 
pointed at the church. Society is 
held in scorn, because the reform 
schools have too many inmates, 
the corners too many idilers, the 
movies too many empty heads ap- 
plauding emptiness in others. 

Schools are investigated at 
great cost to the taxpayers and 
nsthing happens there. Churches 
lay schemes for more intensive in- 
struction in dogma—the catechism 
is accented, the Ten Command- 
ments emphasized — and nothing 
happens. Speeches are made and 
articles are written, and still noth- 
ing happens. And nothing will 
happen until the fathers and 
mothers and grandparents and the 
family relatives unite in teaching, 
by example and precept and prac- 
tice day in and day out, the stand- 
ards of behavior and the elements 
of character that a healthy, spiri- 
tually minded, practically decent 
generation of youth must know to 
be fitted for the life they must 


lead.

NO CHURCH, NO school, nobody 
anywhere, can or will, take the 

lace of the heads of the family 
n the education and training of 
the children. The church can in- 
struct and the child may be 
obliged to hear with his ears, but 
not until father and mother live 
those instructions will that child 
hear with his mind and do with 
his hands. The school can set 
standards and force physical com- 
pliance on the pupils, but it is 
only when the teachers live to 
those standards, and the fathers 
and mothers practice them in the 
routine of family life, that the chil- 
dren take note and heed them in 
their way of living. 

God can be found in the home 
and in the church, but God’s way 
of life must be found in the par- 
ents’ way of life if the child is to 
accept it. Religious teaching sup- 
plements home teaching just as 
any other instruction must do, No 
church, no school, no social in- 
stitution of any kind can supplant 
the home or substitute for it. An 
such teaching fails unless it is en- 
forced, enlightened and upheld by 
home. 

It is good to gather the children 
together and talk to them about 
their souls, direct them in spiri- 
tual ways, set ethical and moral 
heights for their emulation, but 
until we gather the parents and 
win them to the cause of their 
children, we will not make much 
progress. 

Every citizen is a teacher of 
ethics, an influence. on character. 
The grocer, the druggist, the school 
custodian, the newsstand keeper, 
the ticket seller at the movies and 
the directors who make the pictures 
—every grown man and woman 
alive today is a teaching force at 
work on the characters of the chil- 
dren. We shall get closer to the 
heart of the problem when we 
reach the hearts of the citizens of 
this country. Each one counts his 
full weight and must be considered 
in any scheme of character train- 
ing. *
